Gex Clarifies 
Local Fishing 
Boundaries 


The dividing line for fresh and salt 
water fishing set recently as 100 feet 
north of US Highway applies only tu 
water north of bridges that are a part 
vf US 90 and which ciuss the Bay of 
St. Louis, the Back Bay of Biloxi and 
the Pascagoula River, Walter Gex Jr., 
president of the State Seafood Com- 
mission, told the EAGLE Monday. 

Gex clarified the ruling at the re- 
quest of the EAGLE after some con- 
troversy aruse as to whether the line 
applied to only water in specific areas 
or all water lying south of US 90. 

Gex said that the Mississippi Game 
and Fish Commission had agreed that 
a point 100 feet north of bridges on 
Highway 90 across Bay St. Louis, Biloxi 
Back Bay and Pascagoul# river should 
be the line for salt water fishing. All 
fishing 100 feet north of these bridges 
is designated as fresh water. The rul- 
ing did not include any other bodies 
of water. 

“The edict did not include any other 
bodies of water, and fishing in such 
waters as Mullatto Bayou, Pearl River, 
etc. will remain on the same status 
as they were prior to the edict, whether 
north or south of the highway,” Gex 
said. 

He added that a meeting will be cal- 
led shortly for the purpose of further 
designating fresh from salt water fish- 
ing grounds, 

“It should be understood that any- 
one fishing with live bait and a slau- 
[ghter pole in any parts of these three 
bodies of water is privileged to do so 
if they are native of the State. Fish- 
ing licenses are required only for fish- 
„ing with artificial bait or for non-resi-

State Veterinarian from Jackson, said 
this morning.

“We believe we have every reason 
to feel that the outbreak is being 
brought under contro! since up until 
this time we have not had a case 
diagnosed as anthrax of a single animal 
that has died north of highway 90. 

“As fast as we hear of an animal 
dieing, the body is posted by one of 
the veterinarians working on the pro- 
gram in the county and sent to the 
State Laboratory in Jackson,” the state 
veterinarian added. 

Also encouraging is the fact that 
iosses south of Highway 90 are great- 
ly reduced; in fact, he said, the loss 
is “practically nil.”

The chapter chairman pointed out 
that the total raised in last January's 
March of Dimes was not erough to 
continue payment of patient aid bills 
this year, in addition to meeting the 
costs of the vaccine trials and purchase 
of increased quantities of gamma glob- 
ulin.

“Through the National Foundation, 
all polio patients who need help get 
it, no matter where they live.” 

The current financial crisis could 
impair the new polio prevention pro- 
gram too, Mrs. Tudury said. The pio- 
gram includes evaluation of tne trial 
polio vaccine given last spring, an 
purchase of large quantities of gamma 
globulin, the temporary preventive. 

Although Hancock Cuunty so far 
this summer is an area of compara- 
tively normal polio incidence, there 
are hundreds of communities across 
the country where funds for the care 
of polio patients are exhausted, Mrs. 
Tudury explained. 

“The situation effects us locally, how- 
ever, because of widespread national 
polio prevention program may be im- 
polio incidence proves very costly, the 
paired,” she added. 

“Nationally, there were more polio 
patients the first half of this year 
than ever before for ttis period,” she 
said. “Many of  them—particularly 
those in iron tungs—depend on the 
March of Dimes for avery breath they 
The staggering cost of patient 
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aid added to the unusuatly heavy ex- 
pense of a polio prevention program-—- 
for which there is so much hope— 
has exhausted March of Dimes funds 
collected last January.

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Health Officer Says 
No Anthrax Danger 
In Drinking Milk 


“The problem for the Health De- 
partment and all of the personnel is 
to prevent any milk produced in an 
Anthrax infected district to reach the 
Processing plant and your Health De- 
partment will not permit any milk 
that has the slightest chance of contain- 
ing anthrax germs to be delivered to 
any processing plant,” Dr. C. M. Shipp, 
County Health Officer, told the 
EAGLE yesterday. ` 

Dr. Shipp said people were constant- 
ly phoning the Health Department in 
regard to the anthrax situation, wanting 
to know whether or not to drink milk 
or eat meat, 

The health officer said that 
is “the most essential 
diet.” 

“Certainly we must have milk,” he 
said. 

The health officer advised drinking 
pasturized milk. “If we use only pas- 
teurized milk, we are protected from 
other poisonous germs that can kill, 
probably not as fast as Anthrax, but 
just as surely.” ` 

He said that anthrax bacilli can 
change their anatomical structure. This 
physiological change permits the germ 
to hang on to life with rare tenacity. 

“When this change is made the 
pasteurizing process cannot kill it, for 
at requires more heat than the milk 
plant can give to do this,” Dr. Shipp 
said. 

However, he said, anthrax is a vio- 
lent disease. “If the cow gets infec 
ted, in a matter of a few hours she 
vill dry up. In fact, she probably will 
be dead before she has a chance to 
dry up,’ Dr. Shipp added. 

“As far as meat is concerned,” Dr, 
Shipp continued, the cooking process 
requires a heat far beyond 212 degrees 
temperature. Besides the sterilizing 
Process in the cooking, no animals from 
an infected area can be slaughtered 
and offered for sale for human con- 
sumption,” the health officer said.
